LABOR IN COUNCIL. 


Meeting of the American Fed- 


eration of Labor at Bal- 


timore, Md. 


A Strong- Sentiment of Opposition tt 


the Knights of Labor Developed 


by the Proceeding's. 


Important Business Transacted by tht 


General Executive Board Knights 


of Labor—Powderly's Condition. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 15.—The Ameri- 


can Federation of Labor reassembled at 
9:10 
a. m. A communication was read 


from Stereotypers' and Electrotypers' 
Union No. 1, protesting against the ad- 
mission of the Stereotypers' Association 
of New York into the Federation, on the 
ground tbat the latter is composed of 
seceders from the older organization. 


Isaac Wood, president of tbe Pressmen's 


Union of Now York, addressed the con- 
vention on the advantage of having a 
daily newspaper to advocate the labor 
movement. It was proposed to start a 
daily paper in New York on thtt co-opera- 
tive plan. The paper will be called the 
New York Eagle, and will not be publish- 
ed until it can receive the support of at 
least twenty thousand subscribers. 
A 


resolution was offered to insist upon the 
passage of an amendment to the present 
laws which shall more effectually restrict 
Chinese immigration. 


A resolution was offered that the Feder- 


ation do not indorse any label unless the 
organization using it is connected with 
the American Federation of Labor. 


There was a row over the admission of 


Delegate Oyster of the Washington Fed- 
eration of Labor accredited from tbat 
body. He wae, on Tuesday, turned down 
and this morning received credentials 
from the Typographical Union ol Wash- 
ington, and nought to obtain a seat npon 
the floor, us the representative of that 
body. After much wrangling bis applica- 
tion was rejected oix. account of the cre- 
dentials not bearing the official seal of the 
Typos. 


A resolution was offered to retain the 


internal reveuue tax on tobacco and ci- 
gars. 


Amending the committee's report on 


the constitution occupied the entire after- 
noon, and at adjournment was unfinished. 
An hour or more was lost m discussing 
the last clause of forty lines in the pream- 
ble, an attempt being mads to confine 
formation of the American Federation of 
Labor to trades. This was frustrated, but

every organization connected with the 
federation to olitnin a charter from the 
American Fedeiation of Labor meeting 
opposition from the typographical dele- 
gates, who said that they would not take 
a charter from any National organization 
other than tlioirown. Finally,in deference 
to tbe typos, the words "certificate of 
memberbhip" were substituted for "chart- 
er. 


The question of, repr mentation brought 


out the bouo of contention that caused 
great travail at Columbus last year. A 
tilt occurre'l botween Presidunt Gompers 
and Delegate Holland, o£ St. Louis, on ac- 
count of tho former's ruling. Gompers 
was barrassed oonsidorab'y by members 
during tho afternoon becauso of hia de- 
cision. The change rnado in section 2 of 
article 4 is a si ap at the Knights of Labor. 
The section as amended, the words itali- 
cised being a new addition, reads thus: 
"No organization which has seceded or 
has been suspended or expeled Trom any 
local, national or international organiza- 
tion, connected with the federation, shall 
be allowed a representation or recogni- 
tion in this federation."

BISMARCK'S TRAITS: 


Some Strlklnr Anecdote* of the FamoiH 


German Chancellor* 


In the recently published memoirs oi 


Count Von Beust, formerly Chancellor 
of the Austrian Empire, several very 
striking anecdotes are given of Prince 
Bismarck. They serve so well to illus- 
trate some of the traits of the most em- 
inent of German statesmen, that one 
or two of them may be given here. On 
one occasion, Von Beust was staying 
with Bismarck at the famous summer 
resort, of Gastein. They were talking 
one day, when Bismarck asked his 
companion: "What do you do when 
you are angry? I suppose you do not 
get angry as often as I do." 
Von 


Beust replied that he got more angry 
at men's stupidity than at their malig- 
nity. 
'-Don't you find it a great re- 


lief," asked Bismarck, "to smash things 
when you are in a passion P One day 1 
was over there," pointing to the Em- 
peitir's residence, opposite, "and I got 
into a violent rage. On leaving I shut 
tho door violently, and the key re- 
mained in my hand. I went into a 
room near by, and threw the key into 
the basin, which broke into a thousand 
pieces. 
'What is the matter?' ex- 


claimed one who was by. 'Are you 
ill?—'I was ill,' I answered, 'but now 
I am quite well again.' " 


In talking of the Franco-Gorman 


war, Bismarck told his companion 
many interesting thing?. "When the 
truce was corning to an end," he said, 
"I remarked to M. Thiers that I had 
listened to his eloquence for an hour, 
and that it must come to an end. 
•Now,' said I, 'I will no longer talk 
French, but only German.' 
Thiers 


went on talking; I listened patiently, 
:md then responded in German. 'But,' 
eaid Thiers, 'I don't understand a word 
of Herman.' Ho and Favro went up 
amlduwu wringing their hands in de- 
spair for half an hour. At last they 
yielded, and did exactly what I wanted. 
Upon this, I at once spoke French 
again." 


While Bismarck is not a great orator, 


liis speeches are always weighty and 
impressive, and are delivered in a man- 
ner to engage the rapt attention of his 
hearers. A witness of his oratory in the 
German Eeichstag on a recent occasion, 
thus describes his rough eloquence: 
"His colossal form, clad in the dark 
undress uniform of his cuirassier regi- 
ment, seems to wax taller and broader, 
expanded by the fierce heat that burns 
in his speech and flashes in his glance. 
His delivery, usually somewhat indis- 
tinct and spasmodic, becomes clear and 
incisive; his voice, suddenly ridding it- 
self of its usual huskiness, rings out 
with the metallic resonance of a trum- 
pet call. With one hand he'torments a 
huge pencil, as long as a conductor's 
baton; while now and again, with the 
other, he clutches at the breast of his 
tightly-buttoned tunic, as though half- 
stifled" by tho force and multitude of tho 
words surging up in his breast. 
When 


he is angered by what ho regards as 
senseless or unfair opposition his heavy 
white mustache bristles with fury, his 
steely eyes blaze with inward fire and 
his whole aspect is that of an incensed 
giant, brought to bay by a horde of 
pigmies, whom he utterly despises and 
means to destroy." 


Bismarck is one of the boldest and 


most outspoken of men. 
Ho never 


seems to care to hide his opinion either 
of persons or races. He has often ex- 
pressed his opinions freely, for instance, 
about the Russians. Not long ago he 
declared that nothing could be done 
with a Russian of the lower class ex- 
cept by being rough wilh him, and lie 
related an incident which once hap- 
pened to him iu St. Petersburg. Bis- 
marck was walking one day along the 
street in (he Russian capital, when a 
peasant rudely pushed up against him. 
The Prince at once knocked the peasant 
down. 
Tlie man got up frwm the 


ground, took on" his cap, bowed low and 
humbly, and made the most abject apol- 
ogies. "That is Vhe way to deal wilh 
Russians," said Bismarck in telling the 
story.— J'oHi'/t's Companion.

.Since iiu-sin is many times a limcvr ex- 


panse of eointry than Iho United States, 
and Siberia is in its northern extremity, 
the trip ot tin! exdo is a tedious one. The 
time required <s from six to twelve weeks. 
Exiles may choose their own mode ot emi- 
gration if they have money with vihich it 
meet their expenses, and hence some ar- 
rive at their destination much sooner thnn 
others. From the moment of sentence the 
subject is tinder the care of odicers. Kxilcs 
fire mobili/.ed at Moscow, and have a few 
(lays in wliieli to close up their aJIuirs, say 
their farewells 
and 
prepare 
for the 


journey. 


The exilo who can afford to do so—mid 


there are- many persons of wealth and in- 
ilucncowho thus meet imperial contempt 
—eqiiips his own private caravan, has 
liveried or special guards, passes through 
the villages on the way, faring sumptu- 
ously, for lie Las a certain time in which 
to report to his officer, mul makes of a usu- 
ally .sad journey one not altogether devoid 
of pleasure. The poor man or woman, 
however, is chained to the string ot con- 
victs, loaded into rickety vehicles at the 
end of (he rail or water trip, and lumbers 
aloni; like a funeral procession, going 
nround 8cttleinents. and seldom being al- 
lowed n stop. 
Their fare is salt meat or 


fish, black brencl and tea. Patriots, con- 
spirators, thieves, murderers nnd persons 
convicted of every crime nro linked to- 
gether, travel on the same level, faro 
alike, sim; the same songs if they do not 
have, the fame thoughts, nnd occupy the 
same country for life. 


It is conernUy believed ontsidu of Riis- 


Pin that all Siberian exiles are required 
to work in the mines. This is not true. 
Only a portion nre sentenced to the miuea 
—those who are condemned to hard labor. 
Exile in Siberia means, as a general rule, 
only enforced life in a certain expanse of 
country. 
The. government allows a pen- 


sion to the exiled sufficient to scantily 
clothe and feed them. The allowance is 
about six roubles a mouth, or less than 
$3. This will procure n place to f!eep 
and coarse food. 
Once here, it is next to 


impossible to escape. The exile in the 
first place is landed in the heart of a wild 
country, surrounded by wild animals, 
little or no civilization, and it is out of 
the question to think of escape, even 
though the exile is provided with food 
and raiment for the long journey. 


Once in Siberia the exile is the same as 


in jail, with the exception that he has the 
open air and plenty of room in whith u> 
move 
Inasmuch as no firearms, <v.rept- 


ing those in the possession of the oiliu rs, 
aro allowed in the country, and the colo- 
nies nre kept small, it is not now possible 
for a successful uprising. 
IS. the exiles 


were permitted to commingle freely, get 
together, and had an opportunity to or- 
ganize, cvun \Mthont arms, they would 
make frequent trouble, for they are gener- 
ally iu a desperate frame of mind. 
In the 


first place, tie bulk of exiles are persons 
who have offended the throne, ami H c j 
are moved to the offense through a d< -ir> 
to cheek the wrongs ajininst the penple. 
They are frenzied by despotism. 
1'coj le 


of this chnrueter have ru> regard fur life 
ar.d no fear of death, 
'ihe NilnlNt \\lin 


destroyed Alexander II a few ye.irs ago 
was wiihng to be destroyed at the sanu> 
time. 
All who have moved againM. a 


roy.il hie in Hnssiahave been willing tu 
die fi.r their acts. 


Quite ,ru ninny army nnd other officers 


i are stationed in Siberia to guard the exiles 


j as are in the military and naval services 
! of the United States. 
So extreme have 


j been the punishments of the e.\ les, andbo 


I unjust, and so many innocent persons 


hn\e been exiled that many of the govern- 
ment's odicers are becoming disgusted. 
Should Russia become eneaged in a war 
whirh would lessen the Siberian forces 
Biifliciently to warrant nil insurrection it 
wiiild surely come, and the, system of ex- 
ile would be no more. It is maintained 
because it ia n dreadful mode of punish' 
mcut and enables the government to drag- 
not many of its subjects and suppress all 
open dissatistaciion at a compaiattvely 
small expense. 
It would require an 


enormous outlay to provide prisons for 
the exiles. As it is, they nre dumped into 
a country they cannot leave, where they 
nre safe, and given a pittance to exist 
upon. 
Their mode of existence must be 


provided by themselves. 


Some very affecting scenes are witnessed 


at the departure ot a colony of exiles from 
Moscow. 
From there they start upon 


their journey every Sunday afternoon. 
Those not found guilty of the most hein- 
ous offenses are permitted to go about ia 
preparation 
without the presence of an 


officer. 
There is no danger of escape, for 


it is almost impossible to elude the offi- 
cers, and an attempt to escape means 
death. 
The prisons are on Sparrow hills, 


where Napoleon's army bivouacked. The 
families and friends of the exiles are pres- 
ent. 
There is wailing and moaning and 


floods of agonizing tears. Mothers, wives, 
fathers, brothers, sister*, friends and kin- 
dred remote assemble and bid the same 
farewell a criminal receives when he 
marches to the scaffold. 
There nre fre- 


quent baptisms and blessings from the 
priests. 


Among the most numerous class In Si- 


beria are the writers. 
The authors ot 


books, new-paper articles, and teachers of 
seditious sentiment, as well as those who 
would take the forum for a free or con- 
stitutional government, find early refuge 
in the north. Landed in Siberia, it is the 
ambition of the educator of public opinion 
to tell tl.i' outside world his condition and 
the honors of the country. Here one 
could find sufficient foundation for any 
number of romances and heroic acts. 
Various schemes are resorted to to get 
letters to friends. 
Occasionally in the 


columns of newspapers outside of Russia 
appear letters from Siberian exiles detail- 
ing lite there, and they are enough to har- 
row the soul, but it has little elTect upon 
the authorities. Indeed, I am told that 
they would not object to the publication 
of these letters within the empire, as they 
take pride in keeping up the reputation of 
the country, since to reflect upon life in 
exile has a wholesome influence on \vould 
be Xihil'-ls.—L'ur. Xt\v York Sun.

tory. The Austrian armies have proba- 
bly sustained more defeats than any other 
troops iu Europe, yet over and again 
stc has become the decisive power whose 
influence, thrown into the scale, has de- 
termined '.he issue of victorious war. 


It was her union with the allies that 


proved fatal to Napoleon in 1813. Her 
union with us during the campaigns of 
Marlborongh is connected with some of 
the most glorious periods of our own mil- 
itary history. 
The power of recuperation 


which she has again and again shown 
after defeat has been marvelous. 
H is no 


doubt due to the fact that her population, 
almost entirely agricultural, has always 
furnished a vast supply of hardy, healthy 
soldiers: while the masses ot her rural 
folk have, despite the socialism of the 
towns, been less disposed toward revolu- 
tionary chances than any others in Ku- 
rope. 
Patriotism, except in Hungary, is

building was hum- 


ming like a bee hive, The basement was 
filled with strangers, and the restaurants 
were doing a thriving business. The second 
floor had many of the aspects of a Parisian 
boulevard. Pretty women and great m»n 
jostled each other in the corridors, and big 
crowds hung about tho doors of the galleries 
of tho house and senate. The wooden men 
who act as doorkeepers and messengers came 
out, as usual on such days, la all their glory. 
They domineered over tha crowd.' They 
shoved back this woman, and pushed that 
man awaj. They put on three times as many 
airs aa tho senatois them.selves, and their 
dignity far suipassed that of tha supieme 
judges on tlia bench. The galleries inside 
looked liko so many Ilower gardens, and the 
prmco of Babylon would hfivo bocn glad to 
havo had such hanging bouquets on the out- 
side of his famous p&Jaco.

Speaker Carlisle called tho house to order, 


and ho makes a mo<-t satisfactory presiding 
oulccr. Ilib contest with ThoeLe amounted 
to nothing, and ho is to bo the leader of tho 
Democratic houso this year, ab ho was last.

LONDO.f , England, Nov. CO.— We landed In 


England several days ago and the first thing 
Dickey did when she tackled the major 
domo 
of 
the hotel at 
New Haven, 


where wo were going to rtay all night, 
was to say to him in the most in- 
nocent manner, "Do you apeak English?" 
The man looked like ho didnt know whether 
'<o bo insulted or to coll the polico for a crazy 
woman, and Dickey began to blush, apolo- 
gize and explain. 
You see, for several 


nonths we had been patting that question 
to hotel people, car drivers, guides, railway 
men, shop keepers and scattering, and only 
tour hours before wo had been at it in 
Franco. So what else was to bo expected! 


After wo had been on shore an hour or two, 


and had tried our language on nearly every- 
body wo met, I turned to Dickey. 


"Woll, rriy dear," said I, "how tloes it feel 


;o bo ID God's country once more3" 


"Ugh," she said, with a shrug of her shoul- 


ders, "this isn't God's country exactly, for 
the stars and stripes doesn't grow on tliissoil; 
Dut it's God's language, and I fcol nearer 
lieavun than at any time since I set foot on 
foreign dirt." 


Dickey is, I take it, about right, too, and I 


imagine thoro are very few English speaking 
people who would set uj> an opposite opinion. 


To one speaking only English, thoro is some- 


thing peculiarly affecting in living and mov- 
ing among those who know and uso a totally 
different tongue. I used to go clony tho streets 
of continental towiii seeing all tho familiar 
sights incidental to such localities— men, j 
women and children, horses, carriages, tram- 
ways, houses, shop windows, churches, dogs, 
baby wagons and all tho other adjuncts and 
properties of living, just as they wore at 
homo — and I conld scarcely realise that none 
but me could see what I haw. Of courno, they 
saw tho wiirio outlines, thu Rome figures that 
were prcu hti'd to niy eye.i, but tho names that 
had mail'; llicni huniliai- to mo all my life, 
hod given them u plaeo in my vocabulary of 
Ijoing, ^\ ere :u: noLLin^ to Iheiri, and if I 
:,hoald have cjJJod a horse a hippopotamus and 
a baby a baboon, it would have made no 


'orencB in their conception or comprehen- 


sion of thu object named

totally ihfluront from mine, anil yet tho some, 
with tho same memories, the sumo associa- 
tions, the sumo feelings, but Tvith names 
whirl) gave to their surroundings a char- 
acter which was as btrange to mo as if

It 
may

a rose by any other name woidd smell 
as sweot, but I have my doubts, and in what- 
ever language my nose might happen to fall 
upon a rose, I am sure that when my olfac- 
tory nerves had signaled my bruin that a 
fragrance had touched thorn, and my brain 
in turn had telegraphed tho fact to my artic- 
ulations, tlin message would como forth, "It 
is arose," A.t railway stations, too, as we 
whirled in and out with a moment's stay, I 
saw meetings and partings, smiles and tears, 
and I thought of love, of home, of friends, 
of joy, of borrow, but to those I saw there 
was none of those, and the \\ orda that to roe 
expressed so much were meaningless to 
them. Until one bus visited a country of an 
unknown tonguo it is not possible to under- 
stand these peculiar emotions and tho utter 
isolation of feeling and sentiment which re- 
sults. That man know what it was when, after 
weeks of expressionless existence, he heard a 
rooster crow, and burst forth in spontaneous 
gratitude, "Thank God, somebody speaks a 
language I can understand." 


In view of these facts mid many other ad- 


vantages not hero enumerated, my advice to 
those contemplating a trip to Europe is to 
lenrn French and Gorman, at least in BO far 
as will enable them to get un occasional idea 
of what is going on around them. 


Woll, I'm in London again, and it does one 


a power of good to bo here and to feel that 
our America is an English offshoot rather 
than that of any other people. Every nation 
has its points of excellence and its features of 
superiority, but talcing them all, "by and 
largo," tho English are the first people of thi> 
world. I haven't time or space to give on 
itemized bill of my belief in my own state. 
mont, but I will respectfully refer the 
"gentlo reader" to the facts of yesterday and 
today, and let him contradict mo if he dare. 


London hi just as big and just as ugly as it 


was when I first landed, and while I am be- 
coming accustomed to its ugliness I can't re- 
sist tho overwhelming power of its bigness, 
and day after day I wander about wondei - 
ing if London has a limit, and if there is in 
its beyond a green fteM or a patch of wood- 
land to rest tho eye and tho brain after the 
weariness of its cru-vdhig thousands, and its 
murky, heavy atmosphere, hedged in by 
dingy buildings and narrow, crooked streets. 


Before coming up hero we did a little trip- 


ping around through the south of England, 
touching at Brighton, Southampton, the Isle 
of Wight, Penzance, Land's End and so on 
—that is to say, not "so on," for there isn't 
any "so on" in England when once you havo 
reached Laud's End, which is the western- 
moot extremity of the island. 


Brighton, I suppose, is tho finest seaside 


resort in tho world. It fronts tho sea mostly, 
and its front is as if one had token the better 
half of Broadway, New York, and after 
brightening it up somewhat, adding a sea 
wall and a park, a promenade aud a drive, 
had set it down by the shore. The beach is 
not good, being pebbly, and tho water is cold, 
but that long lino of splendid front facing 
the south is something to be seen nowhero else, 


Going out of Brighton we met on Ameri- 


can dude, strongly Anglomonioc, with eye- 
glass and other exquisite appurtenances, who 
had been paying Dickey, much against her 
will, more or less attention on the continent. 
Wo had token first class tickets, and as w« 
stopped at our carriage ho looked up ia soma 
surprise. 


"Ah," said ho questioningly, "first class!" 
"Certainly," said Dickey coolly. 
"Ah, Americans and fools, they Bay, travel 


first class," said he with a sickly smile, peer- 
ing into the compartment through his glasses, 


"Yes," said she, "and they say, too, that 


Englishmen and fools wear single barreled 
eyeglasses." 


It wasn't very polite possibly, but desperate 


diseases require desperate remedies, and we 
haven't been bothered by that man since. 


Hpvo you over been in or on the Isla of 


Wight! 


If you havent then go there. Queen Vic- 


toria lives there in Osborne house about half 
her time, and I had no idea that tho old lady 
hod such good tasto. 


Wo chased around tho littlo island one 


glorious October day and felt all the tune as 
if we wero once more in that rose garden of 
of the world, the Riviera. Indeed it is the 
Riviera of England, and one could idle away 
her days there as peacefully and poetically 
ns she could in that sweet southern c^ime, 
whero tho waves of the blue Mediterranean 
como in to rest upon tho silver sam'js beneath 
the orange and the olive trees. 


Penzanco is another pleasant place to let 


tho lamp of lifo burn slowly in. We went 
over there to see whero Gilbert and Sullivan 
found their "Pirates," but we saw none. 
Even tho hotel people mode their bills reason- 
able, and I look upon G. and S. as a pair of 
slanderers fit for treason, stratagem and 
spoils becanso they had music in their souls. 


Occasionally wo meet an Englishman who 


doesn't know anything about America and 
our institutions, but he is usually pretty well 
posted on his own affairs; but we mot a boy 
in Penzance who needs education in both 
branches. 


Ho was whistling. 
"Listen," said Dickey, stopping. 
"What at?" said I. 
"That boy whistling," said, eho. 
"That's nothing," said I, sharply; "did 


you ever see a boy that didn't whistle?" 


"Yes, one with a hare lip," said she, quiet- 


ly; "but that one is whistling'Yankee Doo- 
dle.' " 


Then I listened, and he was, and it sounded 


so pleasant to me that I went up to him, 


"My boy," said I, in a motherly way and 


with a patriotic swell in my bosom, "I like 
your music. Hero's a penny. Do you know 
what that tune is?" 


"Thank you, mom," said he, taking the 


penny quick, "I does. That tune is 'God Save 
the Queen."1 


I was sorry, not only at the loss of a badly 


invested penny, but at tho loss of a budding 
patriot, and I hope somebody will take that 
boy to charge and teach him to know what 
he does, or do what ho knows, I don't cara 
which. AH I'm after is not to havo myself 
caught again investing pennies in "Yankes 
Doodle" and having a youngster deliver ms 
tho goods under the mistaken notion that he 
ia serving on American customer with "God 
Save tho Queen." 


From Penzanco we drova over to Land's 


End, where England runs down to rocks, and 
tho waves como dashing in till they cover 
tho rocks a hundred feet high. It is even 
worse than this, and they told me at the 
Land's End hotel, which is 150 feet above the 
water, that tho spray came on to tho roof to 
such quantities as to spoil the rainwater for 
any uses to which fresh water is put. I 
didn't stay to see a storm of that kind, but I 
think if tho Land's Enders could have one to 
servo up to order to visitors it would greatly 
enhance tho natural attractions of tho place. 
Land's End is in Cornwall, and Cornwall is 
tho roughest, stoniest country I ever got into. 
Tho farmers have no placo to put tho surplus 
stone oxcopt into fences, and they have built 
so many fences that one can't find tho fields, 
''Under fence" is literally the condition of 
most of tho Cornish fluids. 


On tho way to and from Land's End the 


traveler passes through tho hamlut of St. 
Buryan, with nothing much in it but a 
church, most of which is tower. This tower, 
though, io* remarkable. It is 1113 feet high, 
and, owing to the peculiar topography of tho 
country, it disappears from sight before it is 
reached. Seven roads load into tho town, 
from any one of which tho entire tower is 
plainly visible a mileormoro away; but as 
tho traveler wends his way churchward, he 
is surprised to see tho tower slowly sink from 
view, and when ho has forgotten it he sees it 
again strongly outlined on the horizon. 


Wo havo been driving around in a heavy 


cart, and I am reminded by it that, nowhere 
in Europe, as far as I have seen, do they use 
tho handsome h'fjht four wheeled buggies 
common in our country. I have been look- 
ing everywhere for one, and one is all that I 
havo found. I saw that in Paris, and in it 
\vero two colored citizens, black as a load of 
fhnrconl, aud as well dressed as two lords. 
With tho beautiful roads everywhere prevail- 
ing in this country, our light buggies would 
bo a joy iori-vor, but up to date the "joy for- 
ever" is cxreodinsly limited. 


If I weru a colored brother or sister I 


should cc'.-tsiuly take up my residence in a 
European country. 
I have seen in every 


land I have visited a few colored folks, ui"l 
in every instance they were treated with a 
deference and distinction which almost made 
me wish that I had colored my completion 
before leaving the land of the free. Then) in 
no color lino in Europe, unless it be a white 
or.o. I do not know what would be tho ro- 
sult if a million nioro of our freedmen wero 
to "exodus" to continental capitals, but 
jiidgiii" from present appearance such an 
o::oi!us would bo worth moro to tho darky 
than a, mule and forty acres of land. I have 
frequently seen handsomely dressed white 
and colored ladies doing the galleries to- 
gether, and quite as often I have seen on tho 
streets of Paris and London a handsome 
young white woman escorted by a coal black 
negro, and the amazing part of it was that 
tho girl showed a decided preference for the 
black man over his white competitors. 
"De 


gnstibua non disputandum," as tho old lady 
said when she kissed her cow, and I make no 
further comment. 


I had almost forgotten my lonely condition 


in life, but it has been thrust upon mo, as the 
following will testify : 


Wo had an hour or so to wait for our train 


at Penzance and \ve went down on the prom- 
enade, where the townspeople air themselves 
all tho year round, aM tho summer resorters 
do it in tho season, for Pipizance is quite a 
noteworthy watering placo. 
The Queen's 


hotel faces tho bay here, and there isn't the 
sign of a pinzza about its front. An Amer- 
ican hotel of similar pretensions would have 
enough to accommodate at least one hundred 
couples of tender hearted sparking lads and 
lassies, but flirtations are tabooed in Eng- 
land. 


"What an old fogy country," said Dickey. 
"But safe," said I. 
"You needn't talk," said she; "you dont 


need a lifo preserver."

Featnrea of Young Folks* Heading. 


Wo have 4,500 juvenile members of the 


library and they keep us busy. A peculiar 
feature of young folks' reading ia tho way 
they devour books when once they get tho 
reading fever. In vacation time the boys 
often read two books a day. We find them 
here as soon na the doors are open, and thej- 
get their books quickly. The moment they 
get it they'll start into the reading room and 
go through it rapidly. By noon they an 
back for another book, and getting that they 
read it half through before going home. Wo 
often have them back in the evening for a 
third book and again in the morning, II 
ttiey dont like a book they'll come back to 
bavo it exchanged after reading the first 
cnapters. It got so bad last summer we bad 
to shut down on them and limit them to tak- 
ing rut one book a day. Even now school 
teachers assert that the first manifestation ot 
tho reading fever is found in neglect of les- 
sons, though they do not deny that on ac- 
companying manifestation ia a whetting of 
their curiosity to learn things out of the 
usual school routine. 


Wo havo tried to direct this juvenile read- 


ing, but cannot. It is a favorable sign of 
the times, I think, when we try to get them 
to read the books with a distinctive moral or 
religious tendency we can't keep them at it 
long. A bright boy will look over one of 
these books like a female chronic novel 
reader, and, seeing the solid pages, declare 
there's too much print in it They turn in- 
tuitively io the Oliver Optic, Algor and 
Castlcmon books, which are moro inclined to 
tho adventurous and exciting. The children 
get all there is out of the library, all that tho 
founders intended they should got.—Public 
School Librarian in Globe-Democrat,
